The amendment to claim 12 overcomes the 35 U.S.C. 101 rejection of claim 12 and therefore the rejection is withdrawn as necessitated 
by amendment and the amendment has been entered. 

In regards to applicants' arguments on page 10 referring to the prior art rejection of claims 1 and 3-14, applicants state: Even if 
McClaughry describes setting a control right to a designated data item and to data items belonging to a layer lower than the designated 
data item, at most McClaughry is determining whether a lock is available regarding only the designated data item. Applicant submit that 
nothing in McClaughry would disclose or suggest determining whether an exclusive control right belonging to another process is set for 
each data item retrieved as belonging to a lower layer than a designated data item; much less the setting of an exclusive control right by a 
specific process to a data item, to which no exclusive control right is set for another process, and belonging to a lower layer than the 
designated data item, as recited in claim 1. 

The examiner respectfully disagrees. The application of McClaughry has the ability for an access request to quickly determine whether 
a descendant [a data item which belongs to a lower layer] of any particular object [a designated desired object] has a lock (see column 5, 
line 66 - column 6, line 1 ). McClaughry states the following in column 5, lines 36-44: "For example, in order to read a file system object 
(e.g., copy a file within a folder to some other location), an application or thread must first acquire an RC lock for that object. This is 
accomplished by checking the lock record associated with that particular object to determine if an RC lock is available. If no lock record 
exists at all for a particular object, then the application would create a lock record for that object having an RC field value set equal to 
one." Therefore, it is considered that a lock is only created if one does not already exist. In Fig. 2, a lock is acquired on file E [a data item 
which belongs to a lower layer], then folder A [designated item] also acquires a lock. 
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
